After a long comparison of the 
‘ork of the economic experts and 
Statesmen in the reparations con- 
ferences with that of the naval ex- 
perts and statesmen in disarma- 
ment conferences, Dawes  con- 
cluded that upon the statesmen 
“lies the duty of peace-making and 
in these negotiations he must hold 
the initiative.”

Dawes’ speech had been awaited 
with the greatest eagerness by the 
whole of Great Britain for the light 
it would cast upon the new move- 
ment in Anglo-American relations 
initiated by Ambassador Dawes’ 
conference with Premier MacDon- 
ald at Lossiemouth, Scotland, last 
Sunday.

WASHINGTON, June 138.—Pres- 
ident Hoover today called upon 
American citizens along the Cana- 
dian border to help the Treasury to 
prevent the systematic war being 
waged by jnternational criminais 


against the laws of this country. 

The President said that - he deep- 
ly deplored the killing of any per-~ 
son but the Treasury was making 
a constant effort to prevent mis- 
use of firearms. 

More Agents Kushed to Border. 

Additional forces to combat 
liquor smugglers have been rushed 
by the Treasury to the Canadian 
| border. : 

Confidential reports to Washing- 
ton were said today by Assistant 
Secretary Lowman to have dis- 
closed an unprecedented mobiliza- 
tion of smuggicrs in that area and 
he declared the Treasury had shift- 
ed its men to meet the situation. 

This development was the latest 
in a series of events which has fo- 
cused attention on prohibition en- 
forcement and aroused wets in 
Congress to a denunciation of the 
activities of Federal agents in en- 
forcement of the statute, 

Lowman disclosed the Virkkula 
case at International Falla, Minn., 
had resulted in the receipt of 150 
communications, among them the 
one from citizens of that city to 
President Hoover protesting against 
the shooting. Some of the commu- 
nications condemned while others 
indorsed, he said, the action of the 
Government agents. 

Hasn't Conferred With Hoover. 

Lowman said President Hoover 
had not asked for a report on the 
Virkkula case nor for any report 
concerning smuggling or prohibi- 
tion enforcement. He added he had 
not conferred with the Chief Ex- 
ecutive on the question. 

The Assistant Secretary's an- 
nouncement on the concentration 
of agents on the Canadian line 
read: 

“Confidential reports of our 
agents show an unprecedented 
number of bootieggers and smug- 
gliers gathered along the Canadian 
side of the border from Vancouver 
to the Atlantic seaboard prepared 
to run liquor into the United 
States. We have strengthened our 
forces all along the border in prep- 
aration to meet this situation. 

Commissioner Doran of the Pro- 
hibition Bureau, meanwhile, took 
cognizance of utterances in Con- 
gress by Congressman Clancy 
(Rep.), Michigan. on the recent 
Detroit shooting that a threat had 
been made to “cut off the heads” 
of officials in Detroit who did not 
agree to follow his policy in pro- 
hibition enforcement. 

Doran Keplies to Clancy. 

“The statement is entirely er- 
roneous,” Doran said. “I do not 
only have never tranemitted such 
orders but I could not tasue such 
orders to the border patrol as it 
is under the jurisdiction of the 
Customs Bureau and not under the 
Prohibition Bureau. Prohibition 
agents have nothing to doe with 
controlling the border. Mr. Clancy 
was mistaken in what he said 
about the Prohibition Byreay and 
was misinformed in his facts.” 

At the Capitol, a bill was offered 
by Congressman Gaaque, (Dem.), 
Bouth Carolina, to pay $25,960 to 
the dependents of any prohibition 
officer killed in the discharge of 
his duty. The measure would ex- 
tend to the dependents the same 
benefita proposed in legislation by 
wet members for the widows and 
children of persons killed by pre- 
hibition agenta. 


An addition to this contemplated 
legisiation was made following in- 
troduction of the Gaaque bill. 

Congressman Pittenger, (Rep.), 
Minnesota, introduced a measure 
which would authorize $36,006 to 
be paid to the widow and twe 
daughters of Henry Virkkwila, 
killed by a custorms border patrol- 
man near International Falls. 

Another development in the gen- 
eral situation was a conference by 
Louis Jacques, former Detrei§ gre- 
hibition agent. with Clancys.

Can Get Out of Way. 


T’S no easy job to get out of the 
| way of a snappy left Jead. It 

comes at you straight and fast. 
But with practice it can be done 
with a reasonable degree of suc- 
cess. Knowiusg in my fighting days 
that not many of the bovs would 
leave openings for me with right- 
hand swings, I realized that to get 
at my man and force close-range 
fighting I had to draw a left lead, 
escape it and then lunge in for 
attack. 

A jab carries the other man’s 
body toward you. If he misses with 
that punch and it travels over 
your shoulder, the result is that 
his body and head are swept close 
to you and in range of your 
punches. Then GET BUSY with 
your punches. 

In illustration No. 1 which ac- 
companies this story, you will note 
that I have slipped inside the left 
jab of my opponent (Lou Mag- 
nolia, the New York referee) and. 
even as I did so, I whipped a right 
to his chin. That merely is the 
start of my attack, for, as you can 
see, his chin and body are rather 
wide open for a left hook. So hav- 
ing landed the right, I let go with 
the left, keep close to him, and 
continue shooting punches at 
every visible spot above the beit 
until such time as he backs away 
or hits the floor. 

A man can go forward “aster 
than he can go backward. There- 
fore, the advantage is mine be- 
cause my opponent cannot retreat 
as swiftly as I can advance. By 
crowding him as he backs up, and 
pumping away at him with both 
hands, it is a certainty that I will 
damage him if I don’t actually 
knock him out. 


Punching With Both Hands. 

N picture No. 2, it will be no-

a left jab and am thus in splen- 
did position to crash punches with 
BOTH HANDS into chin or body.

The Post-Dispatch has conclusively shown, first, 
that the terminable permits bill is not necessary to 
the fulfillment of the city’s rapid transit expectations; 
and, second, that the perpetual franchise which it 
would enable the local street car company to get from 
the State Public Service Commission would (1) de- 
prive the city of freedom to carry out a rapid transit 
program in its own way, and (2) compel it to come 
to terms with J. K. Newman, self-styled professional 
reorganizer of bankrupt street car companies, in 
order to execute any plan. 

We now propose to show by a sequence of events, 
which are of record, (1) that the only need for the 
terminable permits bill is to enable Newman and his 
St. Louis associates in the reorganization of the old 
insolvent United Railways Co. to consummate their 
financial scheme and make a huge profit by selling 
the property back to the public through new securi- 
ties, while retaining control of the company through 
their ownership of its common stock; (2) that the 
only possible explanation of this sequence is a con- 
spiracy to give Newman what he desires. These are 
the facts: 

In July, 1919, Newman testified before the Fed- 
eral Electric Railways Commission that “the one 
thing uppermost in my mind always was the fran- 
chise * * * * * the franchise gives an enormous 
value to the property over and above its physical 
worth. The bankers were keen to see that. I want 
to confess to being a banker also. * * * * * The 


bankers and the street railway men work together 
always. . 2: eee © 
He told the commission how he could reorganize 
a bankrupt street railway company so as to give 
the common stock a 27 per cent annual return, and 
“T have been intimately connected with the St. Louis 
property.” 
He also made this statement, the significance of 
which will appear later: “If you can get a fair 
public utility bill through the State and take the 
burden off the local administration for giving you 
increased fares, you don't have so much difficulty 
with the commission.” 
Newman was then beginning to buy control of 
the United Railways, and the reorganization which 
he planned gave to him and his St. Louis associates 
a majority of the common stock, which they have 
since turned over to Newman's Delaware holding 
company. 
In June, 1926, Mayor Miller promulgated and 
sponsored a 30-year service-at-cost franchise for the 
street car company, which had been drafted by 
Stanley Clarke, attorney for Newman and his re- 
organization committee. With the powerful support 
of the Mayor and the political influence of the street 
car company, amounting in practice to some 5000 
votes, it seemed a foregone conclusion that Newman 
would get his franchise at the city hall. 
In January, 1927, Mayor Miller’s administration 
asked the Legislature to pass a rapid transit enabling 
act for the city of St. Louis which would enlarge the 
city’s taxing power. City Counselor Muench and 
others speaking for the city said the bill presented 
was all that was necessary to permit the city to carry 
out any rapid transit program it might devise. There 
was no provision for terminable permils or franchises 
of any description in the bill. 
In April, 1927, Newman boldly told the pcople 
of St. Louis in an interview in the Post-Dispatch that 
unless the city gave him the 30-year franchise on 
an agreed valuation of $60,000,000—a figure $10,900,- 
000 in excess of what he and his associates paid for 
the property—he would compel the car riders to pay 
fares on a basis of a $75,000,000 valuation under his 
old franchise, which then had 12 years or more to 
run, by suing in the Federal courts on the fantastic 
reproduction new theory of valuation. 
Following this threat, the Post-Dispatch printed a 
complete exposition of Newman’s financial scheme 
showing how the reorganizers stood to make millions 
out of the deal if only they could get a new long- 
term franchise, which would enable them to sell their 
securities to the public on the terms they had 
planned. The Post-Dispatch also showed that the 
company needed no new franchise to run its street 
cars, since it could operate as well under the exist- 
ing one as under any new one. We suggested crea- 
tion of a commission to survey the city’s needs and to 
submit to the people for action a plan or plans for 
unified rapid transit. 

On July 2, 1927, Newman repeated his ultimatum 
and served notice on the city that unless his wishes 
were granted within two weeks the company would 


would get 
much higher one. 

In the course of an interview with Newman, which 
was printed in the Post-Dispatch July 12, 1927, 
promoter was asked, “And in St. Louis, what will 
your profit be?” 

“It all depends,” he replied, “if I get a franchise, 
it will be profitable; if I do not get a franchise, not 
so profitable.” “But,” he continued, “I am 
to get the franchise. I am not saying when, but | 
will get it.

Supreme Court, in a decision handed down in June, 
1927, declaring void the city ordinance prohibiting 
the sale of street car transfers, reaffirmed many 
earlier decisions to the effect that only the State 
Public Service Commission, and not the city, could 
regulate public utilities; and declared in the case 
before them “the city of St. Louis is without power 
to regulate, to any extent, directly or indirectly, the 
rates of a public utility, or to prescribe regulations 
or practices which affect rates.” 

In. July, 1928,. Mayor Miller, authorized by an 
ordinance passed by the Board of Aldermen, ap 
pointed his Transportation Survey Commission. The 
commission was composed of Mayor Miller and his 
cabinet and half a dozen prominent citizens, and in- 
cluded Stanley Clarke, then vice president of the 
street car company, Who was a member without vote. 


The first work of the commission was to draft a 
“rapid transit enabling act.” This measure is iden- 
tical with the one first introduced in the Legislature 
in 1927, with the exception that it was modified to 
meet the objections which caused that bill to be 
rejected at Jefferson City. But they added to it 
the terminable permits bill which, in a word, pro- 
vides that the State Public Service Commission shall 
issue franchises to common carriers, that is, street 
car companies and bus lines, and for an indeter- 
minate period, whereas the city’s Board of Aldermen 
now has the sole power to grant such franchises 
and they are restricted by the charter to 50 years. A 
terminable permit would be in effect a perpetual 
franchise, since the only available method of ter- 
mination is for the city to adopt a policy of munic- 
ipal ownership and buy the property of the holder 
of such a franchise on terms which must ultimately 
be decided by the courts. The real author of the 
terminable permits bill was Stanley Clarke, now 
president of the St. Louis Public Service Co., who 
was also the author of Newman’s other franchise 
measure, the “service-at-cost” ordinance. This was 
clearly shown by the transcript of the proceedings 
of the two meetings of the transit commission which 
discussed and approved the bill, and which was 
printed in the Post-Dispatch May 24, 1929. 

Deliberate intent to deceive the public as to the 
true character of terminable permits was shown in 
the discussion by the commission from which we 
quote: 


Chairman Russell: What is your pleasure on 
that phase of it? In one the permit is issued by 
the State Public Service Commission, and in the 
other by the municipality. 

City Comptroller Nolte: Of course, if done by 
the city there would have to be an amendment 
to the charter. 

City Counselor Muench: Yes, because the 
charter only gives us the right to give a 50-year 
franchise, and to give an indeterminate fran- 


chise we would have to amend the charter.

Mr. Kelker (Engineeg to the commission, ad-

In the same month, last January, the terminable 
permits bill was sent up to the Legislature and in- 
troduced under the impressive sponsorship of Mayor 
Miller and his cabinet and the transit commission. 
Mr. Wells, of the commission, and Mr. Clarke were 
amongst those who appeared before the Legislature 
in support of the bill. 

Although the Legislature had been told by the city 
administration two years earlier that the bill increas- 
ing the city’s taxing power was all that was needed 
to carry out its rapid transit expectations, the Legis- 
lature now was told that the terminable permits 
bill was essential to rapid transit in St. Louis. It 
is true that some of the sponsors weakened on the 
proposition that it was the only reason for ask- 
ing the Legislature to pass the bill and Mr. Wells 
admitted the great need of Newman's company 
for aid in refunding the $54,000,000 mortgage which 
he and his associates assumed when bought 
the property.

Missouri’s New Child Labor Law 


ee 


New child labor.law, a decided improvement over its predecessor, was advocated 
by ninetcen member organizations of Missouri Women's Legislative Committce; 
it is cited as an instance of the effectiveness of women’s interest in government, 


From the Bulletin of the League of Women Voters. 


Missouri Women’s Legislative Commit- 

tee, was signed by Gov. Caulfield Tues- 
day, June 11, and will become _ operative 
Nov. 1 of this year. 

This law, which is a decided improve- 
ment over the child labor law on _ the 
statute books since 1923, was secured by 
the concerted co-operative efforts of the 
19 member organizations of the Missouri 
Women’s Legislative Committee lasting over 
a period of four years. It is a testimonial 
to the effectiveness of women’s interest in 
government, and a reproof to those who 
say disparagingly, “Women have done 
nothing with the vote.” 

The cainpaign was not a sensational one. 
It was one of education; of first knowing 
the facts and then spreading that informa- 
tion throughout the State. Representatives 
of the Legislative Committee visited 73 of 
the 114 counties in Missouri, making known 
the actua! conditions which had been re- 
vealed by the survey, “Children Working in 
Missouri.””’ A statewide sentiment favoring 
more adequate protection for child laborers 
grew up, and in answer to that public opin- 
ion the new law has been enacted, 

A short synopsis of the law follows: 

Section 1. No child under 14 years of 
age shall be permitted to work at any gain- 
ful occupation, except: 

a. Sale and distribution of newspapers, 
nagazines and periodicals. 

b. Agricultural labor and domestic serv- 
ice, or any service performed for parent 
cr guardian. 

Section 2. No child under 16 years of age 
shall be pern.itted to work at any gainful 
occupation unless such employment is au- 
thorized by a work permit, but, during the 
hours school is not in session, children be- 
tween 12 and 16 may be employed except 
in industries employing more than six per- 
LOns. 

Section 3. No child under 16 years of age 
shall be permitted to work at any gainful 
occupation more than eight hours a day, 
nor more than 48 hours or six days a week, 
nor before 7 a. m. nor after 7 p. m., but 
the act does, not apply to a child engaged 
in the sale of newspapers, magazines and 
periodicals, in agricultural labor and do- 
mestic service, or in any work, labor or 
service performed for or under the personal 
supervision or control of the parent or 
guardian of such child; nor when. school

work in certain enumerated gainful occu- 
pations “dangerous to the life or health or 
limb, or injurious to the health or morals 
of children under the age of 16.” 


Section 5. The superintendent or principal 
of the public school or some person author- 
ized by the body having local supervision of 
public schools, shall issue work permits on 
receipt of the following: 

a. A promise to employ signed by the 
prospective employer. 

b. Documentary proof of age. 

c. A certificate of health by the school 
physician or one designated to serve as 
«uch. 

d. A certificate showing completion of 
the sixth grade, unless mentally incapaci- 
tated. 

Section 6. Employers shall keep the work 
permits On file and ‘hall post a list of all 
employed children under 16, and at the 
termination of any child’s employment 
shall return his work permit to the issuing 
official. 

Section 7. No fee shall be charged for a 
work permit. 

Section 8. The Commissioner of Labor 
and Industrial Inspection is directed to en- 
force this law and empowered to cancel 
permits for cause. ’ 

Section 9. If a child represents his age to 
be 16 years or more, the employer may re- 
quest the issuing officer for an age certifi- 
cate. Such certificate when granted on 
presentation of evidence of age as required 
in this act, shall be accepted as conclusive 
evidence of the child's age. 

Section 10. The presence of a_e child 
under 16 in a place of employment is pre- 
Sumptive evidence that he is employed 
there. 

Section 11. Violation is a misdemeanor. 

Section 12. The law of 1923 permitting 
children over 10 to work two hours at night 
is repealed. 

The beneficial effect of this law—as of 
all others—will depend in a great measure 
on its administration. The present head of 
the Department of Labor and Industrial 
Inspection is a woman, Mrs. Sam Hargis of 
Springfield. She will have need of and may 
expect the active co-operation of every 
woman who has worked -o secure a better 
child labor law in Missouri.

Girl Started Mill 


| To Help Community 


T: INITIATE and help finance 


a community grist mill in the 

North Carolina mountains was 
the vacation experience of a Wel- 
lesley college girl. 


Marion Hunter began spending 
her summers in the mountains of 
North Carolina because of her in- 
terest in the Danish folk school 
system in operation there. But 
when she was brought into close 
contact with the native farming 
population she found that the com- 
munity needed a co-operative mill 
to grind the surplus grain raised, 
thereby saving the farmers the 
cost of shipping it as far as IIli- 
nois to be ground and repurchased 
as commercial food, 


Rejecting the consideration of 
Outside capital control, Miss Hun- 
ter decided to develop the Brass- 
town Farmers’ Association. She 
did not plunge into the enterprise 
without study, however. For be- 
sides applying the theories she had 
learned in her college courses she 
consulted prominent New York 
business men and the chief of the 
United States bureau of co-opera- 
tive buying. 

She sold stock at $5 a share to 
native land owners. “It is a rare 
farmer in Brasstown,” according to 
Miss Hunter, “who has $6 in cash, 
and so, in the majority of cases, 
$1 down was paid on each share, 
and the other $4 were taken out 
in labor on the mill itself. The 
System worked ideally. 


Miss Hunter assumed charge of 
every detail, from the laying of 
cement to the testing of wood for 
the mill. Before she left for col- 
lege in the fall a first sample of 
the meal ground was a parting 
present for her.
